President Urges Baller Con­ 


servation ol Farms. 


Kansas City, Sept. 23.— His program 
In insurgent^jcansas Monday carried 
President Taft into twelve towns and 
through three congressional districts. 
His reception by the people wras as 
large in numbers as Governor Stubbs 
in his qualified greeting to the pre : 
dent 
had 
expressed 
a 
desire 
for. 
Whole towns seemed to be gathered 
at the stations enroute to greet him 
The day was undoubtedly a surprise to 
everyone accompanying the president, 
perhaps including himself. 
Mr. Taft ended his speechmaking 
for the day with his address before 
the conservation congress here last 
night, and here he was the one to 
spring the surprise, for instead of car­ 
rying off the preservers of our re­ 
sources to the abstruse problems of 
the Alaskan coal fields, he bade them 
keep their attention to home and see 
to it that the American farmer was 
shown the way to increase the pro­ 
ducts of his lands in pace with the in­ 
crease of the country’s, population. 
Ile presented the statistics of the 
department cf agriculture showing the 
ground that has been covered in in­ 
creasing the production per acre of 
the landrin this country and the great­ 
er results produced in Europe with 
older and no better land.

states and municipal governments in 
agricultural education.

Advices from Berlin and 
Vienna say It is admitted there that 
the action of Italy has placed Germany 
and Austria In a delicate position, as 
they with Italy form the Triple Alli­ 
ance. 
Germany especially has been 
put in an embarrassing position, as 
her desire to stand well with Turkey 
Is thoroughly knowm. 
The kaiser, it 
is thought, will do all he can to bring 
about a peaceful solution of the w’hcle 
difficulty.

The fire w'as m aking rapid pro­ 
gress and signals were made to the 
other warships in the harbor that the 
vessel was on fire. Boats soon left the 
sides of these ships and rushed over 
to the Liberte to assist iii the w’ork of 
rescue. The crew of the Liberte soon 
saw* the danger of an explosion of the 
magazines and began jumping over­ 
board. 
Many of these w’ere picked lip 
by boats from other vessels. 
There were several small explosions, 
wdien suddenly, while the work of sal 
vage was actively progressing and 
when It was thought that all would lie 
saved, there was an immense gush of 
flame which was followed by a tre­ 
mendous explosion, and projectiles of 
all sorts and broken Iron were thrown 
In all directions, many falling on the 
surrounding battleships and causing 
serious damage to the battleship Re­ 
publique.
